ITS FOUNDATION IS IN LOVE.

Christian Truth Bet Forth ia ALl Is
Beautiful Proportions.

THE BASIS OF SUBSTANTIAL WORK

The first charasteristio of the ideal parish
is that it is constrained by love of Christ
‘We must ourselves really love Christ, if we
want to get anybody else to love him.
Christinnity is an intensely personal relig-
fon. The recitation of the Chrimian oreed
is but & amall part of ik Attendance upon
the meetings of the Christian wociety
is but & small part of it. Christ Is the very

center and heart of Christianity. Whether

a man is s good Christian or not depends
solely upon his personsl relation to Christ.
*Ye shall be witnesses unto Me,” the Mas-
ter said.

Bes how personal that Is! Not unto sny
metaphysical doctrine about Him, not unto
any ecclesiastical method of spproach to
Him—not unto any of these things does
Christ very emphatically ask our loyalty;
but solely unto Him. If we love Christ, we
will get the theology straight enough. It
we love Christ, we will have sll the eccle-
siastical orthodoxy which God asks for—
the love of Christ, the reverence of the

Will Be s Fruitfol Parish.
The parish in which Christ is preached as
the first witness-bearers preached Him,
which is inspired in every step it takes by

love of Christ, which does its work not in
any spirit of unworthy competition, nor of
unseemly partisanship; not out of loyalty to

the minister, but just out of love tor Christ,
and for the sole purp ose of advancing His

eanse in the world—the parish which gen.
ninely and enthusiastieally loves Christ
willbe a fruitful parish. It will all the

time be leading the le out of darkness
into the light of the love of Christ.

A second charaoteristio of the 1deal par-

The love of Christ sets things in their
proper places and in their real order of im-
poriance wonderfully. I am afraid that
Christian truth 1s sometimes set forth in
such mal-proportion, that it is like a pie-
ture of & man such as sn artist mizht paint
in some seizure of insanity, in which the
man's little finger and his head should be
of the same size. We are in danger from
what Bishop Potter has cslled “the infirm-
ityof a false perspective’’ We are in
danger from temptation of that malicious
demon who, in the old days, rubbed some
kind of ecclesinstical salve upon the eyes
of Fharisces and Seribes, so that ming,
avise and commin looked to be of equal im-
portance with merey, judgment and truth.

Questioning of the Creeds,

Here is & generation in which problems
are clamoring for answer, the most im.
portant and importunate, rhaps, whica
have ever asked for Christian settlement.
The foundations of the faith are being
assailed. One cannot take up & review
to-day without encountering this question-
ing of the oreeds. Unbeliel is in the air
which the young men sud young women of
this generation breathe. The foundations
of social order are alike suffering assauls
The whole industrial srrangement of our
day is threatened with overthrow. No
power on earth except the power of Christ's
religion upon the heart and reason of this
eneration can prevent such an overthrow—
ifit should come—from overtorning every.
